The Pursuit of the finrdomn at 


the Meek Family. 


SE?EB BOMBED IEI.001 TIB CHiSE, 


Assisted by Bloodhounds, but the Bf- 


- 
forts of Bow Have Been Baffled 


by the Mysterious Movement* 


of the 
Fugitives. , 


LIWNEUS, Ma, May 18.—The past 


seven days have been spent in a fruit- 
less chase of William P. and George 
Taylor, wanted for the murder of the 
Meeks family, near Browning, a week 
ago last night 


Within twenty-four hours after the 


commission of the crime 200 armed 
farmers were in pursuit of the fugi- 
tives, but so mysterious has been their 
movements since their first flight that 
they have been enabled to baffle not 
only the armed posses which have been 
tracking them night and day, but even 
the packs of bloodhounds have failed 
to lead the pursuers to the hiding 
place. 


They were first located on the farm 


occupied by a relative, but as it was in 
the night, the pursuers were afraid to 
attempt a capture, knowing that the 
very effort meant death for either the 
hunted men or their hunters. 


They were next heard from at the 


farm house of their father, James Tay- 
lor, three and a half miles east of 
Browning. 


The Taylors are armed with rifles 


and revolvers, and have with them, 
it is reliably stated, all the way from 
(80,000 to SBO.OOO, said to have been 
taken from the Browning bank, of 
which William was president, after the 
murder was committed. 


The country covering a circle of 


seventy-five miles has been patrolled 
/or the past three days. The number 
of armed searchers afoot and on horse- 
back having grown until it is esti- 
mated that fully TOO men are now in 
pursuit of the two brothers. 


A courier brought in a report Tues- 


day night that the Taylors were seen 
going toward LaPlata, through the 
Charity hills. 
They had deserted 


their horses in order to be better able 
to elude their pursuers. 


T^be rewards offered for their cap- 


ture amount in about 0,500. 


While credible reports of the proba- 


ble whereabouts of the Taylors have 
been received, there is a feeling among 
officials in the county that false tips 
have been given to the posses by the 
friends of the Taylors to divert pursuit 
from the right direction to enable the 
fugitives to escape across the state line 
into Iowa. 


Whatever force there may be to this 


claim, it is weakened by the report re- 
ceived last night that the Taylors 
•were seen yesterday evening near 
New Boston, eighteen miles west of 
LaPlata, and that they are now hid in 
Macon county. 


This morning a startling rumor was 


current here to the effect that the fu- 
gitives were willing to surrender if 
they were guaranteed protection from 
the fury of the outraged farmers who 
have been hunting them as though 
they Were wild beasts. 


John Taylor, a brother, was here in 


consultation with E. R. Stephens, who 
was attorney for the Taylors in all 
their trials, and this fact is the foun- 
dation for the report that terms for 
their surrender were being effected. 


Sheriff Barton has returned from his 


hunt, and he told the reporter to- 
day that detectives will be employed 
at once, and the homes of all persons 
supposed to be protecting the Taylors 
will be closely guarded. 


Yesterday's search developed the fact 


that the household goods with which 
the Meeks family were moving have 
been burned, it is believed, since the 
escape of the Taylors. 


Evidence of it was discovered in a 


thicket near the Taylor residence. 
Portions of a bedtick and a remnant of 
feathers were found in the ashes. 
Sheriff Barton also showed this morn- 
ing the head of a doll and other trin- 
kets which he took from the embers. 


The sheriff says he cannot tell 


whether the Taylors have escaped 
from Linn county, but seems to believe 
they are still concealed in the dense 
forest of northwestern Linn. 


James Taylor, father of the boys, is 


almost crazed with grief and threat- 
ened to shoot any one who attempted 
to search his house. The place has 
since been searched, however. 


George M. Leonard, a brother-in-law 


of W. P. Taylor, and a man of unim- 
peachable character, says he did not 
doubt the guilt of the Taylors. He 
said he had not seen them since the 


, murder, and was totally ignorant as to 
their whereabouts. He said they came, 
during his absence, to his house on the 
night after the'murder and called for 


• horses, and were refused them by his 


brother 


Mrs. W. P. Taylor was arrested near 


Browning Monday, as she was sup- 
posed to be carrying money to her hus- 
band.

HEROIC WORK BT LffE-SiTUG CREWS. 


Several Vessel* Driven Ashore at Chi- 


cago in Sight of Teas of Thousands 


of Horrified Spectators-F«ar* 


Entertained for dtber Craft 


CHICAGO, May m—Lake Michigan 


has not been lashed and churned for 
months as she was to-day by the fierce 
wind that ha* been sweeping down 
from the north for the past thirty-six 
hours. Late to-night it is believed 
that twelve or fifteen lives have been 
lost along the shore off this city and 
its suburbs. The only other point re- 
porting loss of life is Milwaukee, where 
six of the schooner Cummings* crew 
were drowned this afternoon before 
they eonld be rescued by the life-saving 
crew. Half a dozen schooners and 
smaller craft have foundered 'off this 
city during the day; a score or more 
are dismantled and, stove in, making 
an almost hopeless -fight againdt the 
gale and the huge waves, that every 
few minutes sweep over them, endan 
gering the lives of those who are still 
on board. It has fceen a day of heroic 
effort and great suffering for the life- 
saving crews scattered along the shore. 


At least thirty vessels are anchored 


outside the harbor waiting for the 
storm to subside. All are more or less 
damaged and the signals of distress 
that have appeared among them from 
time to time during the day have kepi 
the life-savers busy. 


Twenty-five or thirty men have been 


brought in, all exhausted and suffer- 
ing intensely from exposure and cold. 
In several, cases help arrived too late, 
and a corpse was found among the 
half-conscious sailors who, benumbed 
by the cold and unable to protect them- 
selves, were almost beaten to death by 
the furious waves. 
At midnight the 


storm has not abated and every hour 
increases the peril of those on board 
the numerous vessels outside the har- 
bor, pulling at their anchors and in 
imminent danger of being brought into 
eqllisioa with each other or of being 
pounded to pieces on the beach. 


Scenes of horror that chilled the 


blood Of thousand, of spectators were 
enacted in the harbor for two miles be- 
low the Illinois Central depot in the 
early evening. As the stomp increased 
in violence during the afternoon the 
waves grew mountain high, dashing 
over the breakwater, deluging the 
tracks and enveloping the 
passing 


trains with torrents of spray. Out In 
the harbor a dozen three-masted 
schooners, heavily laden with lumber 
from Michigan, were riding at anchor. 
A few minutes after t o'clock three of 
the number hoisted signals of dis- 
tress, and citizens on shore tele- 
phoned 
to 
the police 
and fire 


departments 
as well 
as to the 


life-saving 
station 
at 
Jackson 


park. A few minutes later the three- 
masted Evening Star, of this city, 
parted her chains and came for the 
shore like a rocket. She struck t,he 
heavy piling of the breakwater and 
her timbers crushed inns though they 
were egg shells. As the vessel struck 
the 
six 
sailors 
aboard 
jumped 


for their lives. Five landed on a 
pile of scrap iron, going down on all 
fours, but a sixth a Norwegian named 
Olson, missed land by a couple of feet 
and went down into the waves. The 
cheers that had broken from thousands 
of spectators turut 1 t nto a groan as 
the man disappeared from view. 


Hardly had the Star struck when 


there was a shout from the throng of 
excited on-lookers, and it was seen 
that another three-masted schooner 
had parted her ropes and was coming 
ashore. This was the Jack Thomp- 
son, also lumber-iaden. She followed 
the path of the Star, and came helm- 
on on the previous unfortunate.

The throng held its breath as the 


rope was slowly drawn in, for it 
seemed as though every wave wonld* 
wash the unfortunates back into the 
waters; but when the land was reached 
and the benumbed men were helped 
ashore the rescners were rewarded by 
a roar like a reverberation of artillery. 


In the meantime the other member 


Of the erew had been washed into a 
pier abutting Twenty-second street, 
where he managed (o clinif to the pi-

When 
the eighteen men had been rescued it 
was discovered that the ninth member 
of the crew was missing and Peter En> 
right and Matthew Peterson of the life- 
saving crew volunteered to go to the 
vessel. They found the missing man 
pinned down in the forecastle by a pile 
of lumber, but just as they were about 
to extricate the body the vessel made 
a lurch and they were washed into 
the wates. Ropes had been fastened 
around their wastes, but the floating 
lumber impeded the efforts to pull 
them ashore, and it was not until fit- 
teen minutes later that, mere dead than 
alive, the gallant men were brought 
to land. They were carried insensible 
to the private office of Cook's brewery 
and were then taken home.

were badly cut and bruised and in ad- 
dition suffered severe internal cramps.

Frigid Weather—Sudden Drop. 
Extremely low temperature for this 


season of the year has prevailed since 
yesterday morning, and it is due directly 
to the storm of Thursday, when we got 
the baptism of hail. The drop was from 
90 degrees to 46, and last night the tem- 
perature went below 32 degrees, the 
freezing point. 


CAUSE OF THE BAIL. 


A weather bureau for.ce states that 


the cause of the hail visitation lay in 
the very sultry atmosphere which was 
cqoled by the storm. As is usually the 
case during the spring and early summer 
months, there was a stratum of low tem- 
perature some thousands of feet above, 
which the warm air arose to displace. 
At that great height a strong rotary cur- 
rent was formed on an alomst horizontal 
axis. The velocity of the current was 
increased by the Wide difference in the 
temperature of the two strata. This 
whirling motion caused the moisture in 
the worm air to be congealed in small 
spheres by the cold air and on being 
thrown back into the warm portion of 
the current, another layer of moisture, 
rh the form of either rain or snow, 
was formed upon the hailstone. The 
stones were sustained by toe current as 
long as they stayed within its influence 
and then fell to the earth.
